Two housing projects for EJ? 


An easement is planned to allow the 
apartment residents access to the 
lakefront. 

Presenting his case at the hearing, 
Cobb said single family zoning on the 
land would have permitted at least 80 
people in 23 single family homes on a 
subdivision of the six acres, with an 
approximate total value of $805,000. 

The senior citizen apartment com- 
plex would accommodate 50 residents. 
The apartments, plus the two homes, 
would create a taxable value of $1.57- 
million. 

The housing would be available to low 
income senior citizens who would pay 25 
percent of their annual income as rent, 


the rest to be subsidized by the federal 
government. 

Councilwoman Patricia Sweet pointed 
out there has always been a waiting list 
for senior citizen apartments at Lake- 


view Manor. 
Objecting to the proposal was East 


Jordan Iron Works executive, Bruce 
Malpass, who owns the land to the 
west. He said the high density of 
residents so near the Iron Works, 
which borders the Malpass property on 
the other side, was less desireable thar 
other possible locations. He noted the 
entrance to the proposed complex was 
just below the crest of a hill, which 
might be unsafe. 


Harbor knocks EJ out of first 


EAST JORDAN - A poor second 
quarter doomed the Red Devils to a 
71-57 loss at Harbor Springs Tuesday 
night, giving the Rams sole possession 
of. first place. 

The Devils led 17-12 after one period, 
but a 26-10 deficit in the second left 
them on the short end of a 38-27 
halftime score. They pulled within six 
points in the fourth quarter, only to lose 
their momentum on turnovers. 

‘‘We just weren't sharp,’’ said Coach 


Bill Chase. ‘‘] don’t like to make 
excuses, but we missed four days of 
practice last week, and I’m sure that 
hurt us.”’ 

The East Jordan schools were closed 
for three days last week because of a flu 
outbreak. Practice and a game Friday 
with Pellston were cancelled. 

Poor free throw shooting also hurt 
East Jordan at Harbor. The Devils 
made only 50 percent, 17 of 34 shots, 
while Harbor hit 76 percent, 25 of 33. 


Del Ingalls led East Jordan in scoring 
with 23 points. Mike Spence had 13, and 
Mike Brennan and Randy Morris had 
nine points each. 


East Jordan and Central Lake are now 
tied for second place in the Skt Valley 
League with three losses, Harbor is on 
top with just two losses. 


The Red Devils see their next action 
at home against Inland Lakes on Friday 
night. 


The council's vote was four in favor, 
with Cal Gotts, Russell Gee and Mayor 
Archie Nemecek abstaining. 

Cobb told the council 
present the proposal for government 
funding by Feb. 15, but he is confident 
of approval. 

The second housing proposal con- 
cerned rezoning 3.9 acres south of State 
Street from R-1 to R-3 for low-rent 
housing, possibly in units for one or two 
families. 

The acreage at. present belongs to 
Jack Wilson. The buyer, Larry Spieg], 
will get a rezoning hearing at 7 p.m. on 
Tuesday, Feb. 24. 

Both building projects have been 
recommended for approval by the 
planning commission. Information 
about the second project was received 
only shortly before the council meeting. 
More details will be provided later. 

In other matters: downtown bar 
owner Chuck Sherk pleaded with the 
council to take action to create more 
jobs for East Jordan residents. Refer- 
ring to a state university report, Sherk 
said that the city’s job losses in 1980 
may have been the worst in the state. 

He strongly suggested that the 
council ask state and federal legislators 
for advice. 

Council members concurred in gen- 
eral but affirmed East Jordan was not 
‘‘the worst anything.”

Sign of the times 
ax payments 
come in slow

‘‘Slower than usual’’ seems to be the 
pattern on property tax payments in 
Charlevoix County. 

This slow pay may eventually cause 
more property to go up for the annual 
tax sale, but many area residents realize 
that time is on their side and property 
tax is one bill they can wait to pay. 

At least one area resident found 
himself with a property tax bill and an 
auto insurance bill due at the same 
time. ‘‘I’ll pay my insurance first and 
then take care of my property taxes,”’ 
he said. . 

A poll of township treasurers found 
that most were experiencing the slow- 
pay situation as many residents find

themselves choosing what to pay and 
how. ‘‘It is very much slower," said 
Joan Wasylewski, Hudson Township 
treasurer. ‘'Way behind normal. People 
probably don't have the money right 
now to pay high taxes.”’ 

In Norwood Township, treasurer Ruth 
Ann Campbell said, ‘‘It is somewhat 
slower. The first half was about normal 


but the second half is slowing right 
down," 

in Bay Township, tax receipts were 
‘slightly behind ‘ast year,”"’ and in 
Eveline, treasurer Linda Hilderbrant 
said, ‘‘It is slower.” 

‘“‘They’re not coming in like usual,’’ 
Hilderbrant said. ‘It may be that a lot 
of people have their money invested. 
We'll just have to wait and see.”’ 

Boyne Valley Treasurer Jane DeNise 
finds herself in a unique position as she 
reported taxes ‘‘coming in faster than 
they did last year.’ Evangeline and 
South Arm Township officials said 
receipts were a little slow but about the 
same as last year. 

Betty M. Pinney, treasurer in Evan- 
geline Township, said ‘‘It is about like 
last year-—a little slow right now, but it 
will pick up in February.”’ 

Township Treasurer Anna O!strom of 
South Arm Township said, ‘‘It was real 
good in December, but it is a little slow 
now. It’s about the same as last year.”’ 

Jo Ann Baker, treasurer for Wilson, 
said that she was unable to make a 
judment. ‘'Because of the East Jordan 
schoo] millage election in December, 
tax statements went out later. So I just 
can't judge."’ 

Charlevoix Township Treasurer Rose 
Bergmann found receipts were *‘Just 
about the same. On Jan. 30 there were 
398 receipts, and last year there were 
399. The year before it was 409.”' 


What happens 
if you dont pay? 


Property owners who find themselves 
without the money on the due date may 
eventually end up on the Annual Tax 
Sale listings, but this procedure takes a 
full two years and owners will owe an 
additional one percent per month 


interest, 24 percent at the end of the two, 


years. 

As an example, property on which the 
1980 taxes are not paid, would go up for 
sale by May 1, 1983. After his property 
is ‘‘sold’’ at the tax sale, the original 
owner still has a year in which to 
redeem his property by paying one and 
one-quarter percent interest above the 
sale price. Sale price for tax sale

A pat on the back this week goes 
to the Boyne City Area Chamber of 
Commerce, especially executive 
director Kate Schafer, for putting 
on their first Winter Festival. It 
was a big success. 

This is the type of event that is 
needed to encourage tourism 
during a time of economic reces- 
sion. And, just as importantly, it 
makes the community that much 
more fun to live in for people who 
make it their year-around home. 

The Winter Festival was a nice 
conglomeration of activities which 
appealed to just about anyone— 

a wine and cheese kickoff party, 
cross-country ski race, ice fishing 
contest, sleigh rides, rocket and 
model plane exhibitions, 
snowmobile excursions, 
ice-sculpting contest, and a bonfire 
inauguration for the mayor and 
police chief of Smeltania. 

The Avalanche Ski Classic, now 
in its fourth year, was an 
established event which gave the 
festival a good place to start. 

But the revival of the Smeltania

The Winter Festival wasn't done 
with only tourists in mind. But this 
is the type of creative thinking that 
is needed when there are fewer

The Boyne City Chaiber has, 
especially in the past two years, 
become quite a bit more active and 
ambitious in its promotional 
activities.

The Chamber's hiring of Schafer 
as executive director appears to be 
a key factor tn its ability to play a 
more active role in the community.

Two belated Christmas presents have 
been bestowed on the residents and 
visitors of Charlevoix County.

The Little Traverse Conservancy 
which operates in Charlevoix, Emmet, 
Cheboygan and Mackinac Counties has 
established a new nature preserve close 


to the South Arm of. Lake Charlevoix. 


The donors, who wish to remain 
anonymous, have given the Little 
Traverse Conservancy a 55 acre parcel 
of rolling forest acreage. The tract lies 
seven miles south of Charlevoix on 
Highway M-66 and is known as The 
Steepy Hollow Nature Preserve. 


This preserve is the third parcel that 
the conservancy maintains in Charle- 
voix County. The Charles A. Ransom 
and Weislik Preserves preceded The 
Sleepy Hollow Nature Preserve. 

Anyone who has hiked or visited the 
Charles A. Ransom Preserve which 
overlooks many of Lake Michigan’s 
islands, should be assured that the 
overseers of that area will be developing 
The Sleepy Hollow Preserve in the 
public’s best interest. 

The conservancy’s management of 
the Ransom Preserve has produced a 
area of natural beauty that is easily 
appreciated from the foot trails and 
scenic lookouts. The intentions of the 
conservancy are obvious: to identify, 


obtain and manage land and to make 
available that land for appropriate use 
by the public.

Everyone gets involved in BCHS musical 


Spring is coming—eventually—and 
not far behind will be another annual 
event, Boyne City High School’s 
musical. ; 

‘Everybody likes to see a musical, 
says Bob Wollenberg, who directs the 
show. Only, he keeps pointing out that 
he's not alone, but assisted by his wife, 
Jackie, and the musical directors, Joan 
and Jim Bogetto. And numerous others 
will also be noted as the musical nears 
the performance dates, April 23, 24, 
and 25. 

Wollenberg thinks musicals are best 
for good reasons. For nine years now 
hundreds and hundreds of people have 
filled the auditorium each year with 
their laughter, a few tears, and lots of 
applause. 

An even better reason, according to 
Wollenberg, is that musicals involve 
more students than a play would. 
Including musicians, light crew, 
publicity, and everybody, an average of 
75 students are part of the production. 

‘That's a fifth of the school!’’ he 
says. 

And the town gets involved. ‘I don’t 
know what town would give the backing 
this town does, The town’s support just 
makes it happen.”’ 

Wollenberg thinks people feel a need 
for the arts. ‘‘We as human beings have 
got to get into the aesthetic part of 
ourselves...We are so bombarded now 
by technology...arts seem to have a 
back seat. We're almost too busy...But 
the arts keep us alive."' 

Wollenberg teaches drama and a 
string of English courses at the high 


school. Drama, he notes, is an art going 
back to even before history.

What do the young people get out of 
all the labor to put on a musical? 


They learn about acting, of course. 
‘‘And they learn to think about what we 
are trying to get across,'’ Wollenberg 
explains. ‘‘We talk about what the story 
means, why it was worth writing about 
in the first place.”’ 


The students learn to understand the 
characters and why they say what they 
do, move or weep as they do. 

‘* ‘Acting is believing’ is our motto,”’ 
says Wollenberg. 


And the students learn ‘‘nobody’s the 
whole show. Everybody is important.'’ 
He warns them, ‘‘If you don’t think 
you're important then that’s just the 
way the show will be.’’ 


‘“We work for four months,’’ Wollen- 
berg says. ‘‘The students learn a lot 
about working with each other. On 
days when things don’t go right, they 
learn to keep on. They're all going to 
have jobs when they get out of school. 
It's not easy to learn to work with 
people, but they all have to learn." 

Putting on the show gives the young 
people confidence. Wollenberg has had 


plenty of them say, ‘‘I’m not getting on 
that stage.’’ But they do. 

Since the middle school started its 
drama elective, Wollenberg said he’s 


noticed an increase in interest as the 
middle schoolers move on to high school 
and ask to try out for the musical. 

Sometimes a few middle school and 
elementary school students have parts 
in the performance, too, Wollenberg 
wants to reach out. 

One of the things he says is, ‘‘I 
wouldn't do it if we didn’t do it 
together."’

Listed below is a brief rundown on 
some of the cross country ski trails in 
the area. The Department of Natural 
Resources has maps and additional 
information available for skiers. A DNR 
field office is located on North Street in 
Boyne City. Call 582-6681. 

CHARLEVOIX TRAILS - the City of 
Charlevoix has established three cross- 
country ski trails. The trails start at the 
Charlevoix Elementary School on Di- 
vision Street at the east edge of 
Charlevoix. Three trails, .75 miles, 1.25 
miles, and 2.1 miles, wind around 
Charlevoix Golf Club and extend to the 
Mt. McSauba property. Maps are 
available at city hall, 210 State St. 

BELL’S BAY State Campground near 
Charlevoix has a two-mile loop. The 
trail follows the Lake Michigan shore- 
line. The park is located on Bell’s Bay 
Road, two miles southwest of 
Charlevoix. 

WARNER CREEK PATHWAY has 
one 3.8 mile foop through hardwood 
forests. The pathway is located 2% 
miles east of M-32 and U.S. 131 junction 
on M-32.

SPRINGBROOK PATHWAY is one of 
the most beautiful trails in Charlevoix 
County. Located eight miles northeast
